THfi PRESIDENT'S EXACT WORDS, 


In his messaare to Congress accom- 


panying the report of the Court of In 
qiiry of the destrnotiaD of the Maine, 
tbe President said, 


"I have directed that the findings of 


the Court of Inquiry and the views of 
this government thereon be communi- 
cated to Her Majesty the Queen and I 
do not permit myself to dnubt that the 
sen°e of justice of the Spanish nation 
will dictate a course of action sug- 
gested by honor and the friendly rela- 
tions of two governments." 


As there has beec some dispute re- 


garding the language used by the Pres- 
ident the above are given as the exact 
words. At tbe time the President did 
not permit himself to doubt that Spain 
would make amends for the assassina- 
tion of over 250 American sailors and 
the destruction of one of tbe finest war- 
Sbips in cur navy, the President was 
expending millions of good American 
money in Europe for warships to flgnt 
that nation. la the President practic- 
ing duplicity? If he had nodoubt that 
Spain's sense of honor aud justice 
would dictate a course that would avert 
war, why purchase foreign warships 
that could be duplicated at home? 


It is greatly to be. hoped that the 


President in tbe message which be is 
expected to send to Congress to-day, 
will tell the people why he has such un- 
bounded confidence in Spmn and if 
there is aood grounds for such confi- 
dence, why he does not order warship-* 
built at borne.

ED. JOURNAL:, Fhe owners ot Nat- 


ional bonds are international in their 
dealings with mankind, and control the 
United Stated Government as effect- 
ually as they do Spain, France. Ger- 
many, Great Britain, Turkey, Egypt or 
Japan. Had it not been for Spanish 
bonds the United States wonld have 
recognized Cuban independence years 
ago. 


When tbe victorious Turks were 


about to capture the kingdom of Greece 
tbe bondholders, sometimes called tbe 
six powers,, saw that Grecian bonds 
were in danger and ordered tbe Turks 
to cease hostilities and they would ar- 
range the terms of peace. The victor- 
ious Turks were obliged to surrender 
to the bondholders, who arranged the 
details of settlement' and the Greek 
bonds were all right. 


In the war between China and Japan 


the bondholders saw a chance to ah- 
sorb,the tea crop of China through 
percentage, and assisted the Japanese 
to give tbe Chinese a severe drubbing, 
knowing that the Chinese would have 
to come to any terms that the bond- 
holders might dictate. 
China was 


taxed for the whole cost of the war, 
the bondholders to furnish tbe money, 
and tbe resources of Japan taxed to 
pay interest on bonds. 


When a nation gets a little slow ii> 


paying interest, the bondholders call 
on some nation with a powerful army 
and navy to collect the interest by 
force of arms. Egypt is a fair sample 
of this method of collecting usury 
Rothschilds' bonds were too eacred to 
be trifled with and when Egypt failed 
to toe the mark Rothschilds ordered
